The  history  of  Dillard  University  began  in  1869  when  on  July  12  the  American  Mis- 
sionary  Association  of  the  Congregational  Church  founded  Straight  University.  On  July 
8,  the  Freeman’s  Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  established  Union 
Normal  School.  Both  institutions  were  later  renamed  Straight  College  and  New  Orléans 
University,  respectively.  They  taught  elementary  level  and  later  expanded  to  include 
secondary,  collegiate  and  professional  levels.  These  two  schools  would  later  corne  to  be 
known  as  one  belovad  Dillard  University. 

On  June  6, 1930,  New  Orléans  University  and  Straight  College  merged  to  form  Dillard 
University,  which  elected  to  follow  the  practices  of  the  two  parent  institutions  with  no 
discrimination  against  race,  religion  or  sex  in  the  admission  of  students  or  sélection  of

New  Orléans  University  by  1889  had  established  a  medical  department  including  a 
school  of  nursing  known  as  Flint-Goodridge  TJospital.  Dillard  University  operated  Flint- 
Goodridge  Hospital  from  1932  until  1983. 

In  September  of  1935  Dillard  began  instruction  at  its  new  site,  named  in  honor  of 
James  Hardy  Dillard  for  his  distinguished  service  in  the  éducation  of  Negroes  of  the 
South  and  for  his  contribution  to  the  history  of  American  Education. 

Today  Dillard  University  sits  on  a  48.2  acre  tract  covered  with  oak  très  and  shaded 
walkways.  It  now  rests  in  the  geographical  heart  of  New  Orléans  with  ail  its  rich  culture 
and  history.  Ail  these  attributes  are  what  make  Dillard  University  a  superior  place  for 
learning.

Besides  being  president  of  Dillard  University  since  Jan- 
uary  1,  1975,  Dr.  Samuel  DuBois  Cook  has  an  out- 
standing  record  as  a  political  scientist,  scholar,  educator, 
teacher,  administrator,  and  civil  rights  activist.  Dr.  Cook 
has  taught  at  Southern  University,  Atlanta  University, 
the  University  of  Illinois,  and  UCLA.  Dr.  Cook  was  the 
first  black  professor  at  Duke  University  and  the  first 
black  to  hold  a  regular  faculty  appointment  at  any  pre- 
dominately  white  college  or  university  in  the  entire  south. 
He  now  sits  on  the  Board  of  Trustées  of  Duke  Univer¬ 
sity,  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Coun- 
cil  on  Library  Resources,  and  is  a  Trustée  of  the  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.  Center  for  Nonviolent  Social  Change. 
Dr.  Cook  was  also  appointed  by  President  Carter  to 
the  National  Council  on  the  Humanities. 


President  Cook  graduated  from  Morehouse  College  and 
went  on  to  receive  a  Masters  and  Ph.D.  from  Ohio  State 
University.  Dr.  Cook  has  also  been  the  récipient  of  nu- 
merous  honors  and  awards.  A  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
he  holds  honorary  degrees  from  Morehouse  College,  Ohio 
State  University,  Illinois  College,  Duke  University,  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary,  and  the  University  of  New  Orléans. 
Behind  ail  the  titles,  however,  lies  a  compassionate  man 
who  is  fun  loving  and  sincere.  One  of  President  Cook’s 
favorite  hobbies  is  playing  baseball  and  writing.  He  has 
published  articles  in  scholarly  joumals  and  chapters  in  books. 
The  President  also  enjoys  lecturing,  and  spends  a  consid¬ 
érable  amount  of  time  traveling.
